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VA Proclamation for reuokingall Licences here- 
tofore granted for erecting new Buildings within the 


Citie of London, or two miles diſtance: together with a Reſtraint 
for building within the ſame — 


Hereas Wee, vpon conſideration of the great inconueniences 


A dayly ariſing by the multitude of new Butldings from time to time 
erectedinand neere Our Citie of London: And out ofthe tender care 
we haue ofthe welfare of Our loutng Subietts, haue publiſhed lundꝛy 
our foꝛmer Pzoclamations:aſwel foꝛ reſtraining ofnewerectionsnot 
meete to betollerated, as foz pꝛeſcribing a fozme of Building, in Caſes 
d'bore tbe lame might withoutinconnentence be permitted. And yet 
there hath not enſued thereupon ſuch refozmation as Our caremight 
expect; But the exteſſe ofnew Buildings and erections haue dayly moꝛe and moze increaſed, and 
is ſtill like ſo to doe; hereby, and by the immoderateconfluence otpeople thither, Our laid City, 
and the plates adioyning, are and dayly will be moꝛe and moze peſtered, all Uictuals and other 
pꝛouiſion endeared, Malefactozs incouraged, the City and parts adioyning , foꝛ the vaſtneſſe 
thereof being not with any oꝛdinarp care oꝛ pꝛouiſion of Officers to be gouerned, the health of 
Our Subiects endangered, and other parts of Hur Realme vnpeopled , which inconucniences 
haue growne to this height, partiy dy neglect of Our directions in that behalfe , and partly by the 
abuſe of ſundꝛy Litenſes, Tollerations and Difpenſations, ſome ot which haue been granted by 
others, without ſufficient warrant oz authoꝛity from Us, and others which haue been granted 
by Us, are not only defectinetn Law, both in reſpect of the milobteyning or the ſame vpon vntrue 
ſuggeſtions , and other wile, but allo in the execution thereof, haue bene ſo karre abuſed and ſtrat- 
ned beyond Our intention, and all moderat bounds that in Our Pꝛintely care and ʒeale to the 


good of Our people, Mee may not omit to vſe all Lawfull meanesfoza due refozmation of theſe 


ſo great inconuenientes: And therekoꝛe it being conſonant to Law vpon ſo tuſt grounds, to re⸗ 
uoke and make voyd all the laid Licenſes. 

We doe hereby lignifie and declare Our will and pleaſure to Reuoke and determine; and doe 
hereby (as much as in Us lyeth)fromhencefoo2th reuoke and determine all and ſingular Licen⸗ 
tes, made oꝛ granted foꝛ the Erecting, Building oz letting vp any Houſes oz Buildings within 
Our ſaid City of London, oꝛ within two miles of any the gates ofthe ſaid Citie,contrary to Our 
intenſion herein erp2eſſed, 

And we doe hereby charge # tommand that no perſon oz perſons whatſoener ſhalat any time 
hereafter pzeſume toerect oꝛ Build any maner ofhouſe oz Building whatſoeuer,within Our ſad 
City of London, oz within two miles of any the Gates of the lame City, either within Liberties 
o2 without, by fozce ofany ſuch Licence reuoked, oꝛ by any other colour oz pꝛetext whatſoeuer, ex⸗ 
cept the ſame be vpon an old Foundation of an Houſe oꝛ Building erected and finiſhed, befoze the 


Feaſtof S. Michael Th archangel, in the thirteenth yeere of Our reigne ouer this Our Realme 
ofEngland: ox to erect any dwelling houſe vponthe Foundation of any Barne,Stable,Shed 
oꝛ other Building, not fozmerly vſed fo; habitation,but that they xenery of them doe from hente⸗ 
foozth vtterly ſurceale and deſiſt from all maner ofErections and Buuldings whatſoeuer to be 
made, extept they be vpon old Foundations as afozeſaid, which we will not ſhalbe exceeded oꝛ 
inlarged in the ſetting vp ol luch new Building, 
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And further. That all and euery perlou and perlollð, which at any time hereafter ſhallerect, 
build, oꝛ ſet vp within any the Limits, Places oꝛ Pꝛetintts afozeſaid, any manner of Houles, oꝛ o⸗ 
ther Buildings whatſoeuer, ſhall make and build the lame of luch height, and in ſuch manner and 
foꝛme as herein is expꝛeſſed ( That is to ſay) Euery whole Stozy of and in ſuch Houſes and Buil- 
dings; and all e euery the Roomes of ſuch whole Dtozy ſhalbe ofthe height of ten foote of Allile 
at the leaſt; And euery halfe Stozy of and in ſuch Houſes and Buildings, ſhal be of the height of 
ſeuen koote ⁊ a halfe ofaſſiſe at the leaſt: And that the Foꝛefront . outer alles windows ther⸗ 
of ſhall be of Bꝛicke, oꝛ ol Bꝛicke and Stone: And ifthe ſaid building do not exteede two Stozies 
in height, then the walles therof ſhalbe of the thicknes of one Bꝛickes and halfe a Bzicks length 
frõ the ground vnto the vppermoſt part of the ſaid wals: And where the building thalbe aboue 
the height oftwo Stozies, the walles of the firſt Stozte ſhall be of the thickneſſe of two Batckes - 
length; and from thence vnto the vppermoſtpartof the wall, of the thicknes ofone Bzickes and 
halfe a Bꝛickes length: And that in building of the ſaid Houles,there ſhalbe no Jutties, oz tut- 
ting Windowes,either vpon Timber ioyſts, oꝛ otherwiſe, but the walles to go direct & ſtraight 
bpwards,andat the ſetting off, a water table to bee made. Allo the Lights in the windows of 
enery whole Stozy to be ofmoze height then bzedth , to the end there may bee a ſufficient peere of 
Bꝛicke betweene the Windo wes foꝛ ſtrength : And like wile the Windowes of euery halfe Stoꝛy 
to be made ſquare euery way, oꝛ neerethereabouts, And laſtly, that all Shops in euery pzincipal 
Street of Trade be made with Pillaſters of hard Stone oꝛ Bꝛicke cut in wedges Arch wiſe, Up⸗ 
on paine that all perſons directly oꝛ indirectly negletting oꝛ diſobeping this our Pꝛotlamation, o: 
doing any thing contrary to the tenoꝛ thereof, oꝛ of any part thereof, ſhall endure and abide ſuch 
Cenlure in Our high Court of Starre Chamber, as ſhall be adiudged againſt them foꝛ their of- 
fences,+ as tontemners of Dur Royall Commandement. And wee do alſo ſtraitly charge and 
command all and ſingular Maioꝛs, Shtriffes, Juſtices of Peace,and all other Our Officers and 
Miniſters, That they and eneryofthem vle all diligence to ſee the pzemiſſes well & duely perfoz- 
med, and do by all lawfull wayes and meanes hinder and reſtraine all pꝛoteedings andattempts 
fothecontrary of Our pleaſure herein declared. And ik any perſon oz perſons ſhall by colour of 
any ſuch Licence, Toleration oꝛ Diſpenſation, as afozeſayd,doe, oz attempt any thing tontrary 
to this Our Pzoclamation,the ſaid Matozs, Shiriffes, JuſticesofPeace, ⁊ other Our Ottiters 
and Miniſters ſhall neuertheleſle pꝛoteede in the execution of this Our Royall Commandement 
vntill vpon due examination of the validitieof theſame Licences, Tolerations oz Diſpenſati 
ons, they ſhall reteiue other direction from Us 02 Our Pꝛiuie Councell, , 


Giuenat Our Palace of Weſtminſter the twenticth day ofTuly,in the ſixteenth yeere of Our Raigne of England, 
France and Ireland, and of Scotland the and Fifticth.
